New York, Sept. IO.—Details of a pre- 
vinas plot against the life of President 
McKinley tiro given out on authority, 
it is said, by Senator T. B. Ellsworth, 
according to a special to The Tribune 
from Lockport, N. Y. 
Ho is credited 
with the statement that the plot wa# 
hatched in Paterson, N. J., about May 
I, and Emma Goldman, Louis Blue 
stein aud other prominent anarchist# are 
said to have been concerned in it.

young tailor, Michael Annuli, it is said, 
was the one to whose lot it fell to do 
the deed. 
At that time the president was on his 
tour of the west nod Anunz left for 
San Francisco whore he expected Mc­ 
Kinley would be by the ime he reached 
there. 
But he arrived several days 
ahead aud attended several anarchist 
meetings. 
He met a young man to 
whom ho told his purpose. 
Tho young 
man was none other than a secret ser­ 
vice detective, 
Auunzi was promptly arrested, but 
upon tho lack of evidence aud certain

I he condition of Mrs. McKinley is 
said to have had some bearing apili the 
matter, which was hushed up’, the pris­ 
oner being sentenced for eight months 
in the San Francisco workhouse.

Buffalo, Sept. IO.—President McKin­ 
ley continues to improve and there ii 
every indication that he will recover 
Since Sunday night not an unfavorable 
symptom has appeared.

danger of all future complications is 
brushed aside. 
Indeed, many of the 
president’s friends seem possessed with 
a sort of superstitious confidence in the 
president’s recovery, which nothing but 
an absolute change for the worse can 
shako. 
And the basis for the confidence 
that is expressed is solid. 
There has 
been nothing but improvement, gradual 
and slow, but steady. 
Every bulletin, every private and pub 
lie word of the physicians in attendance 
breathes encouragement. 
The reports 
tho physicians have given out are facts 
as they exist from the scientific stand­ 
point nnmixed with sentiment. 
Still 
that the president is by no means out 
of danger is the verdict of each of them. 
Not one of them will risk his profes 
sional reputation with a statement that 
he will live. 
All they will say is that 
with every hour the danger of pontoni. 
tis or blood poisoning decreases. 
Dr 
McBurney, tho most eminent of the 
physicians in attendance, expresses tile 
opinion that if the improvementooutin 
ues it will be a week yet before the 
president can be pronounced out of dan­ 
ger and convalescent. 
And some of his 
colleagues like Dr. Maun, place the lim­ 
it of danger still farther away. 
The 6:30 bulletin, as was promised, 
was the last of tho night aud while it 
was brief, attention was called to the 
fact that the pulse was exaotly the same 
as in the morning, Ila and that the 
temperature was eight-tenths of a de­ 
gree lower, were highly favorable symp­ 
toms. 
Some of the president’s nearest rela­ 
tions have left for home believing he 
will recover and others announce their 
intention of leaving soon.

Austin, Sept. 
IO. — Senate 
today 
adopted a resolution deeply syimItll hitt­ 
ing with Presides! McKinley and Mrs. 
Kiuley in their great aftliotiou. The 
resolution also provides that the laws 
of the United States be so amended as 
to make it an offense punishable by 
death to teach, or advocate the doctrine 
that it is right to take the life of the 
chief executive of the nation or the gov­ 
ernors of the states. 
Tho following message of behalf of 
the senate was wired to Buffalo ad­ 
dressed to Secretary Cortelyou: 
“That the senate of the state of Texas 
has heard with profound sorrow of the 
treacherous aud cowardly attempt on 
the life of President McKinley that 
we voice the sentiments of the people. 
of Texas in expressing to Mrs. McKin-; 
ley our sincere sympathy, aud trust that { 
a kind Providence will speedily restore 
the nation’s chief executive to health,to 
his family and our country.”

Tangier, Sept. IO.—Tho sultan defers 
to give effect to tho convention agreed 
to between his plenipotentiaries aud 
Lord Landsdown in London last June. 
Letters have been received permitting 
the exportation of potatoes aud other 
vegetables, the shipping of which was 
formally allowed, but this formed only 
one clause of the convention.

IO.—At a meeting 
of the grain trade held in the Produce 
Exchange it was decided that No. 3 
hard winter wheat on and after June I, 
1902, shall constitute a good delivery on 
an equal footing with other contract 
grades of wheat. 
The grade represents a large portion 
of the winter wheat crop grown iu the 
southwest. 
Its introduction as a con­ 
tract grade, it is said, will militate 
against “corners" as it gives so much 
more wheat to deliver. 
A special committee of tho trade ap­ 
pointed Borne timo ago recommended 
that this grade be made deliverable at a 
discount of 2 cents a bushel, but a strong 
minority among its members has been 
doing some hard work sinco in the trade 
and it was to their work that the vote 
to make the grade a full contract was 
due.
